THE MARMALADE SEASON. 


With February comes the marmalade 
season, and the housewife who makes the 
preserve early gets the best of the mar- 
malade or Seville oranges. The same 
rules apply to marmalade-making as 
apply to all jams, the most important of 
which are 
1. Strict cleanliness of all utensils used. 
2. Avoid the use of any metals, except- 
ing copper or brass, while cooking 
the marmalade, or it will have a 
bitter taste; therefore use an enamel- 
lined,’ aluminium, copper or brass 
preserving pan. 

3. Use a wooden spoon for stirring. 

4. Crushed loaf sugar is the best to use. 

5. Marmalade should boil slowly after 
the sugar is added. 

6. Stir frequently and skim. well. 

7. Boil until a little tested in a saucer 
sets. Marmalade insufficiently boiled 
will ferment. 


Home-made marmalade is very much 
supérior and much cheaper to the bought 
marmalade, and thoroughly repays the 
housewife for all the trouble she expends 


on it. 


The following recipes will be found 
useful and economical 


ORANGE MARMALADE (1). 

Ingredients. — Sizteen Seville oranges, 
three pints water to one orange 
(sliced), one and a quarter nds sugar 
to one pound pulp, juice of two lemons 
to gixt een es. 

Method. — Wash the oranges, dry 
thoroughly, cut in half, and shred finely : 
put all the pips into a little basin with 
water to cover; weigh the oranges and 
put in a with the water, leave to 
soak for 24 hours.

hours). Weigh the pulp, sugar, put 
on again in the pan, add lemon juice and 
water from the pips, bring to boiling 
int, ekim, let it boil for Aalf an hour.

ORANGE MARMALADE (2). 

Ingredients. — Twelve Seville vranges, 
nine sweet oranges, two lemons, the 
weight of the fruit in preserving sugar. 

Method. — Divide the rinds of the 
oranges in quarters, remove them care- 
7 put them into a preserving pan 
with as much cold water as will cover 
them, and boil gently until quite tender. 
Meanwhile divide the fruit into sec- 
tions, scrape out the pulp, put the pips 
and fibrous skin into a basin, cover with 
cold water, and allow to soak until re- 
quired. When the rinds are tender drain 
them well and shred them finely. Strain 
two pints of the liquid in which they 
were boiled, and add it to the water in 
which the pips and skins were soaked. 

Put the sugar and water into a pre- 
serving pan, boil to a syrup, then put in 
the shredded rinds pulps, and boil 
gently until the marmalade jellies when 
tested on a cold plate. 


LEMON MARMALADE. 

Ingredients. One and a half dozen 
lemons, sugar, water. 

Method.—Simmer the lemons in water 
until the rind can be pierced easily with 
a pin, then cut in two, remove the pulp, 
and slice the rind finely, removing as 
much pith as possible before doing so, 
Weigh the pulp and rind, and allow one 
and a half 22 sugar and one pint of 
the water the lemons were AR to. 
every pound, Boil until the marmalade 
jellies. 

ORANGE AND PINEAPPLE 
MARMALADE. 

Ingredients.—Siz large sweet oranges, 

one large pineapple, one large tin pine- 
apple chunks, four pounds loaf sugar, 
three pints water. 
_ Method.— Wash the oranges, and boil 
in sufficient water to float them until the 
rind can be pricked with the head of a 
pin, Cut in two, remove the pulp, slice 
the rind, and shred the pineapple finely. 
Put all into the preserving pan, add the 
sugar and three pints of the water in 
which the oranges were boiled, and boil 
until the mixture jellies when tested. 
If tinned pineapple is used, drain the 
syrup well off the fruit before using.

The admirable Note which has been 
sent by Mr. Winston Churchill to .the 
French Minister for Finance states in the 
most unequivocal fashion the attitude of 
His Majesty's Government towards the 
problem of inter-Allied debts. When Mr. 
Churchill was in Paris last month the 
matter was raised unofficially, and M. 
Clementel posed certain questions which 
official communication from Paris to 
London. He asked the British Govern- 
ment if it still was prepared to treat of 
war debts on the basis of the Curson Note 
of ust, 1923; and Mr. Churchill’s 
latest answers that question. The 
Curzon Note was written long before the 
Dawes scheme. came on the tapis, and the 
terms that it embodied were based on a 
scale of payments from Germany appre- 
ciably smaller than those which are en- 
visaged under the new arrangement. The 
Note, therefore, no longer can be said to 
meet the circumstances of the case; and 
His Majesty's Government has fallen back 
on the Balfour declaration, in which 
Britain’s general attitude is defined in the 
clearest terms. Britain requires from 
Europe—including Germany—only a suffi- 
cient sum of money to meet her own obliga- 
tions to the United States, In other 
words, the British people are prepared not 
only to bear the whole burden of their own 
war costa, but also to renounce, all claims 
to the sum of about £800,000,000 in 
foreign securities which they threw into 
the common Allied pool before the United 
States entered the war in 1917. | 
The generosity of this offer hardly can be 
appreciated’ without a knowledge of the 
real costs of the war. to the various 
belligerents. In actual hard cash the war 
cost France a net sum of £4,754,000,000, 
plus £2,000,000,000 for property losses, plus 
a further sum oí, roughly, £1,000,000,000 
representing the capitalised value of the 
one and a half million French lives which 
were lost in the war. The net cost cf 
the war to France, therefore, excluding 
her advances to her Allies, works out at 
£7,764,000,000. Britain in hard cash 
spent £7,066,000,000; her property losses 
came to 350,000,000, and her capitalised 
loss of life to £2605,420,512. Her total net 


her. gross cost was . £10,000,000,000 in 
round figures, compared with France's 
2, 127,000 000. The other countries of the 
British Empire spent about 41, O00 O00, 000 
between them, so that we may regard the 
Empire's grand total as being in the 
neighbourhood of £11,000,000,000, a truly 
colossal sum. Of this amount Britain was

In par- 
ticular, the lessons of the last few years 
have taught the industrial and trading 
classes of Great Britain that a cheap and 
effiient Post Office is an essential of 
national prosperity. New and large ideas 
are in the air, and there is little doubt 
that in the near future the conduct of 
posta. business will be lifted out of its 
bureaucratic ruts. In the first place, all 
political ‘parties are likely to accept the 
principle that profits from the Post Office 
ought to be put back into the Post Office, 
for the provision of cheaper and better 
services. In the second place, the next few 
years may sco a large extension of the 


gests in the current Spectator that post- 
men shall be authorised not only to deliver 
parcels at farmers’ houses, but also to 
collect their eggs and butter for trans 
mission to the postal depot.

Housing in Dublin. 
At last there is hope that a determined 
and practical effort may be made to cope 
with the housing shortage in Dublin, and 
we trust that the lead given by the 
Borough Commissioners will be followed 
throughout the corntry. The Commis- 
sioners propoce to build a large number 
of workers’ dwellings under the Building 
Facilities Acts. They invite employers 
to help their workmen to become 
owners of the new houses, either by 
extending direct aid to the men or by 
investing.in Corporation stock earmarked 
for the scheme. Where employers invest 
in this solid security they are to be given 
the riant to nominate tenants. At no 
ris: to themselves, therefore, they will 
have means to provide their workmen with 
comfortable homes, and thus to encourage 
them to work steadily and loyglly in the 
sure prospect of becoming owners of their 
dwellings. The new houses will have five 
rooms, and they will be sold to the 
workers for £400 apiece, on easy terms, 
although their actual cost in production 
cannot but be considerably higher. The 
State, of course, must pay the difference 


price; but, if this amounts even to £100 
on every dwelling, it will be money well 
spent—capital invested in producing a 
heppy and healthy working class, and an 
insurance against distress, disease, idle- 
ness and unrest. To-morrow evening

Mr. Ramsay Macdonaid. 


Mr. Ramsay Macdonald has returned 
from his holiday trip to Jamaica in quite 
good spirits, and says that he is 2 
to the House of Commons to start the 
fight, and educate the country so that a 
Labour Government may go back to carry 
on the work which it began during office. 
“Every by-election must be fought,” he 
says; ' the country gave its last decision 
under a misapprehension, and in a state of 
panic.“ This is a warning which the Con- 
servative Party would do well to heed. 
Not a moment ought to be lost in prepar- 
ing the constituencies for another election, 
though it may be years ahead. Labour is 
hard at work all the time to secure the 
young voter, and the constitutional parties 
should be doing the same. 


Food Prices. 


Sir Auckland Geddes, the Chairman of 
the Food Commission, has decided to pre- 
sent an interim report dealing with prices 
of bread and meat to the Government, 
and, in all probability, it will see the 
light some time before Easter. Criticism 
has been levelled at the Commission be- 
cause it found it desirable to hold certain 
sittings in camera, but it will, probably, 
be found when the report is issued that a 
considerable amount of valuable informa- 
tion was obtained at the secret sittings, 
which otherwise would not have been 
available. 


The Earldom of Oxford. 


The Earldom of Oxford, conferred upon 
Mr. Asquith, seems to bristle with difficul- 
ties, — it is possible that the date of his 
introduction in the House of Lords as a 
Peer may be delayed. It is said that 
several appeals have been lodged with the 
Crown and the College of Arms against 
any assumption of the title. An official 
of the Lord Chancellor's department said 
to-day that the patent has not yet been 
prepared, and that there is some little diffi- 
culty about the precise form of the title. 
At the College of Arms some doubt exists 
as to the procedure which may follow the 
action taken by the descendants of the 
De Vere and Harley families, who are 

titioning. Many well known people are 
interested in the matter. 


The Air Ministry. 


One difficulty in connection with the 

rojected removal of the Air Ministry 
— its present quarters in Kingsway to 
the neighbourh of/ the other Govern- 
ment offices in Whitehall will arise from 
the use of “wireless” by that department. 
Whitehall already possesses one large 
aerial on the roof of the Admiralty Build- 
ings, and it is considered that, should 
the Air Ministry come into the same area. 
the two wireless installations would 
interfere with each other. It is not in- 
tended that the removal of the Air 
Ministry, should it be decided upon, shall 
take effect for some time, and it is probable 
that, though its administrative head- 
quarters may be transferred to White 
hall. its wireless service will be carried 
on from a branch of the department where 
it would not interfere with the efficiency 
of the service maintained by the Ad- 
miralty. 


A Jewish University. 


Towards the end of next month Earl 
Balfour will leave this country on a trip 
to the Middle East; for he has consented 
to open on April 1st-3rd the new Hebrew 
University which is in process of being 
created upon Mount Scopus, near 
Jerusalem. It will be an historic occa- 
sion—distinguished, in addition, by the 
presence of Professor Einstein—but rather 
in the sense of heralding the possibility 
of great things than of celebrating achieve- 
ment. The truth is that the building on 
Mount Scopus has far to go before it can 
approximate in any way to a Western 
University or satisfy the needs of cultured 
Jewry. 7 


A Railway Dispute. 


A very awkward situation has been 
brought about by the demands of the 
National Union of Railwaymen that rail- 
way shopmen shall take part in the 
National Wages Board proceedings, These 
railway shopmen belong to many different 
unions, and each has its individual out- 
look regarding methods for the determina- 
tion of wages. Another point is that 
frequently the shopmen are not employed 
directly by the railways, but on behalf of 
engineering firms. The problem is a 
delicate one, but it will have to be dealt 
with before the railwaymen’s demands can 
he emacs nar by the National Wages 
Board. 


The Prince of Wales. 


It is stated in the current number of 
The Freemason that “so many riimours 
are current as to Brother H.R.H. the 
Prince of Wales and the Grand Lodge of 
Ireland that it is, perhaps, well to state 
that, while the Prince has been pleased 
to intimate his acceptance of the honorary

“LOST INDUSTRIES.” 


FAMILY THAT WOULD 
NOT LEAVE THE SEA. 


—— 
From Our SPECIAL CoRRESPONDENT. 


CLIFDEN, Monday. 

To Connemara, Galway is the city of a 
different region. It is in Clifden that 
Connemara folk see their own metropolis. 
Like many another small town in Ire- 
land, Clifden is nothing to look at, but 
the books of the local bank branches would 
surprise those Englishmen who think that 
there is nothing worth the name of busi- 
ness in a place of fewer than 100,000 in- 
habitants and a dozen factories. In a 
time of prosperity a great deal of money 
passes here. This is not a time of 
prosperity, and Clifden at present is 
almost as miserable as it looks. 

Perhaps, that is going too far. Clifden 
has had a bad time and sighs for the 
better days it knew, say ten years ago; 
but at the same time a certain optimism 
is abroad. Hopes are held of a better 
tourist season this year. 

A few of the sportsmen who had been 
absent for several previous years returned 
fast year, and there is a feeling that the 
number will be larger this year. Again, 
it is thought that the attention called to 
Connemara in connection with distress 
conditions may lead to a considered policy 
of reconstruction for this area, and Clifden 
is likely to gain by anything that is done 
tor the country west of Galway. 


LITIGATION AND PROPERTY. 

The town finds some comfort also in 
having been selected as a Circuit Court 
centre—the only town west of Galway for 
sittings. Judge Power is holding his 
Court there at present, and although the 
greater part of the current business is 
baing conducted by local solicitors, an 
early sign of returning prosperity will be 
increase of litigation and the engagement 
of barristers. 


Litigation is one of the favourite amuse-, 


ments in Connaught, and a stranger might 
well be surprised to see cases brought by 
parties who do not look worth twopenve 
(by city standards) and yet can afford to 
risk ten to twenty pounds in costs, fees 
and expenses over some trifling dispute. 

An hour in the court gives some interest- 
ing sidelights on the life of the district. One 
notes, for example, the number of parties 
and witnesses who have obvious difficulty 
in the use of English; for the country 
between ‘here and Galway is a recognised 
part of the Gaeltacht. An attempt has 
been made recently to induce some of the 
Irish-speaking families to migrate to other 
parts, where they would be available to 
give practice in Irish-speaking to people 
who are learning the language—to form, 
as it were, a nucleus here and there for a 
new Gaeltacht. 


WHY AN OFFER WAS ROFUSED. 

A very favourable offer was made to one 
old man. He lives in a miserable cottage 
in one of the bleakest and most unfertile 
parts of this area, and this cottage shelters 
(save the mark !) a numerous family, not 
to speak of the live stock also crowded in 
thére. The offer was to accommodate the 
whole family on a small farm in an 
eastern county, with the understanding 
that the farm would become virtually 
their property if they settled there. 

Is the sea there? he asked, when the 
terms of the offer were explained to him. 
He was told that it was an inland place. 
„Then I will not go,” he said, and the 
family agreed with him. They had always 
lived beside the sea—wretchedly enough, 
but the land of strangers out of sight of 
the sea was an unthinkable dwelling-place 
for them. . 

That attachment to their homes, miser- 
able as they are, has always been one of 
the difficulties in the way of those who 
have sought to improve the lot of the 
„ congests’’ in this area. Some new 
efforts to overcome it will probably have 
to be made; for migration is still spoken 
of by thoughtful people here as one of the 
ways out of the cvils of congestion—still 
spoken of, though emigration went on from 
this district long after the Congested Dis- 
triets Board began to improve things; and 
emigration has been resumed lately al most 
on the old scale. 


LIVING ON AMERICAN MONEY. 

At a station on this line last week I saw 
again one of the scenes that used to be 
so frequent in the West—a score of people 
assembled at the train to bid farewell to 
a couple of young people starting for 


America. 
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EMPLOYERS ASKED. TO. 
HELP. 

Many employers in Dublin have been 
invited by the Borough Commissioners to 
co-operate with them in an effort to 
vide housing accommodation. The f - 
ing letter, signed by Dr. W. C. Dwyer, 
one of the Commissioners, has been circu- 
lated :— 

The Commissioners of the Dublin Cor- 
poration propose to erect houses for 
workingmen in the City of Dublin. The 
Commissioners are aware that many em- 
ployers were anxious to provide dwellings 
for their employés, but the difficulty of 
obtaining suitable sites, etc., prevented 
them from taking the necessary steps. 

The Commissioners propose to build 
a large number of five-roomed dwellings 
at Marino, Fairbrothers’ Fields and land 
adjoining Keogh (formerly Richmond) 
Barracks. The Commissioners would be 
prepared to dispose of these houses to 
your workmen for a sum of £400 each 
(subject to a head rent of £2 10s.), and 
would ask your firm to give, if possible, 
the necessary financial assistance to such 
of their workmen as they consider could 
suitably avail of the scheme. 

It the proposal in this form for any 
reason would appear unsuitable I would 


suggest to the firm that they might invest — 
sums in stock to be issued by the Cor- 


poration bearing 5 per cent. interest re- 


deemable in forty years. In respect of 
each £500 so invested the Commissioners 
would undertake to allocate one of their 
houses to one of your employés. In this 
way your firm would be relieved of all risk 
and hold a gilt-edged security for the sum 
invested. 

“ The Commissioners wish to point out 
that these kouses will cost more than 
£400, but the purchasers are given the 
advantage of the Government and Cor- 
poration grants under the Housing (Build- 
ing Facilities) Acts, 1924. 

“ Any suggestion your firm wish to put 
forward wil] have the Commissioners’ 
earnest attention.

LADY KENMARE’S PROPOSAL. 

TO THE BDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 

Sra,—During the last six years there have 
been many and various efforts to commemorate 
worthily the men who faced that furnace, 
seven times heated, that we call the Great 
War—and fell in it. It is likely that many of 
these Irish lads, who went gaily out to fight, 
and came back never, had only a vague notion 
of what it was, isely, that they were 
fighting for; but T believe that there were 
but few of them who did not know that 
beyond and above al! other motives they were 
fighting for their homes.

WHEAT SHORTAGE IN 


RUMANIA. 
BUCHAREST (By Mail). 

In view of the fact that normally Rumania 
is a wheat importing country on a large scale, 
it is of interest t the authorities here, 
like those in so many other parts of the 
Continent, are at their wits’ end to deal with 
the increasing shortage of wheat and flour. 

The stocks arriving from the provinces are 
very scanty, and the wholemeal bread 
supplied by the bakers is now of such poor 
quality that this, combined with the heavy in- 
creases in price, has resulted in a reduction 
of consumption by about one-half. 

Owing te thefts and the removal of 
quantities of flour by fraud, military guards 
have now been placed over all flour mills to 
control all movements of wheat and flour in 
and out, and other stringent measures have 
also been taken by the authorities to prevent 
secret accumulations and “profiteering.” — 
(Reuter. )

THE SECOND OUTRAGE, 
From OUR CoRRESPONDENT. 
TRALEE, Monday. 

The latest details of the derailing of two 
trains on the Great Southern Railway 
system in Kerry this morning, which are 
now available, show that the goods wagons 
were wrecked at Ballybrack, on the main 
line. The damage to the wagons, with 
their contents, is estimated at £25,000. 

It was a mail and goods train which 
left Cork at 2.20 a.m. for Tralee. It con- 
sisted of thirty-four goods wagons and a 
guard’s Van. ich i 

At a point between Ballybrack and 
Farraníore Stations a set of rails, with 
sleepers, had been removed from the per- 
manent way and thrown down the em- 
bankment. When the engine reached the 
spot it was violently jolted, but succeeded 
in mounting the rails after passing over 
the breach. 

The impact of the heavily-laden wagons 
then threw the tener on to the engine, 
flinging the «river and fireman off at 
either side of the permanent we;. Fireman 
Horgan, married, a native of Killarney, 
was slightly injured, but the driver 
escaped with a bad shaking. 

Twenty four of the front wagons crashed 
into each other, and some of them were 
reduced to matchwood, while the others 


were badly damagec. The driver and th ] 
man nArrowly éscapci death.

at the rear of the train which held the 
rails saved the guard’s life. 
THE SECOND CASE. 

The derailing o! the engine on the 
Cahirciveen line as due to a rail having 
been loosened. The driver of this train, 
which was a passenger train from Valentia 
for Tralee, got a warning from a linesman 
a short distance from where the rail had 
been loosened. He applied his brakes, but 
not in time to prevent the engine toppling 
over.

All the carriages held tie rails, and 
nobody was injured. This line was cleared 
this evening.

BELFAST ALDERMAN’S 
TRIBUTE. 


In unfurling a banner in memory of the 
late Mr. John Redmond, in the Ancient Order 
of Hibernians’ Hall, Belfast, on Sunday night, 
Alderman Oswald Jamison paid a striking 


tribute to the dead Nationalist leader. 


He said that. John Redmond had the rare 
gift of seeing things as they were; with him 
there was no room for humbug in public life, 
for cheap adulation of the crowd by appealing 
to false and impractable ideals. With his 
unerring instict he saw that the ideal of a 
united ireland could only be achieved by the 
slow and. steady progress oí. constitutional 
agitation, and by the binding together of the 
democratic forces of both North and South in 
a common movement. II Redmond did 
not win, it was not because Redmond failed 
the Irish people, but because the people failed 
dedmond. (Hear, hear.) Twice did he raise 
the cun of victory to our lips, and we dashed 
it to the ground on beth occasions, We. were 
on the eve of victory in 1916. The Rebellion 
ruined all. Again in the fateful Convention 
when Redmond had rallied. the Unionists of 
the South to his side, he was mobbed outside 
the Convention . by. the. irreconcilable. fac- 
tionists in Dublin and Cork, and he was de- 
serted inside the Convention, by some uí those 
who should have supported him at all costs.“

At the Monaghan Board of Health : vect- 
ing yesterday, a report was read from the 
Monaghan Infirmary Committee, appr ng of 
explanations given by Dr. M. R. Whitla, 
Assistant Surgeon at Monaghan Hospital, 
and from Miss Treanor, Matron of the Hus- 
bu in regard to the treatment given to 
ohn Hughes, who died in the hospital in 
December last. Two men, natives of Castle- 
blayney, have been returned for trial in con- 
nection with Hughe’s death. 

The doctor lained that the Matron 
called him up on the telephone and informe‘ 
him that the man was under the influence 
of drink, and was shouting and violent, and 
was suffering from exposure, being cold 
all over the body. The Guards had told her 
that he would soon sober down. He in- 
quired from the Matron what she had done. 
and she told him that she had dressed a 
wound on the elbow and another on the ear, 
had got him rolled up in warm blankets, and 
ut hot water bottles in his bed. He tole 
er to give him a hypodermic injection of 
morphia and strychnine. When he came ur 
hospital he found that he could nave 
done nothing more himself. 

The Matron bore out the doctor's state 


ment. 

Mr. O'Callaghan said that it was a verv 
curious thing for a doctor to recommend 
morphia for a drunken man. They should 
haye a sworn inquiry into the matter. 

Mr. Thomas Toal said that he had been 
present at the Infirmary Committee meeting, 
and they were quite satisfied that the state- 
ments made by the doctor and matron were 
correct, and that nothing more could have 

ne for the man.

“STUDENT ENVOYS. 


SHANGHAI (By Mail). 
An extraordinary wave of anti-foreign 
propaganda is sweeping across China. 

It is at present confined to big 
missionary educational centres, and has 
not touched the outlying branches, where 
one or two lonely China Inland’ Mission 
— or Roman Catholic priests carry on 

purely apostolic work. But among the 
students the feeling is bitter and violent, 

and they send envoys from one city to 
another to stir up new agitation. 
Thus, following a recent striké of students 
‘at the Yale College in Changsha, Hunan, 
hand-bille were sent all over the province and 
telegrams to all Christian schools, Some of 
the printed matter was a bitter attack on all 
Christian education as imperialistic, and urged 
that all Christian schools ought to be closed.

Occasions, and deflecting popular fury from 
themselves against foreigners. 

CHRISTIANITY'S SPREAD. 

Mr. D. E. Hoste, Director-General of the 
China Inland Mission, thinks that the special 
anti-Christian aspect of the movement is 
partly due to the marked growth of Chris- 
tianity in China in recent years. 

Sick with disappointment at the broken 
promises of Republicanism,-which has de- 
stroyed the old system and brought nothing to 
replace it, the people have markedly begun to 
turn to the Church, and the Western spirit of 
agnosticism, spreading to China, is in arms 
against them. 

The present agitation has nothing in common 
“with the anti-Christien campaign, crude and 
obstene. which preceded the Yangtze riots of 
1891. but is educated, subtle, and the more 
deadly. 

Finally, the Bolsheviks have gained a firm 
foothold, south, north, and centre, China 
will not turn into a Soviet. but she can do a 
great man other unpleasant things, and, it is 
‘to be feared, is far from unlikely to do them.

PERPETUAL INJUNCTION 
AGAINST A WOMAN. 


A wife's action in defence of her name came 
before Mr. Justice Branson in the Kings 
Bench Division, London, yesterday. Mrs. 
Elsie Huefler. wife of Mr. Ford Madox 
Hueffer, of Helens Lea, Appledore, Kent, sued 
Miss Violet Hunt, of Campden Hill road, for 
damages for.libel contained in a letter 
published in the Weekly Westminster on 
January 19, 1924. She also sought for an 
injunction restraining Miss Hunt from describ- 
ing herself as the wife of Mrs. Hueffer’s 
husband, Mr, Ford aris, Meets = 2 

ay representing of suggesti the plain. 
un Wen not his wife, or had béen divorced 
from him, or been guilty of any matri- 
monial offences towards her husband. 

Mr. Hawke, X. C., who, with Mr. Porter, 
appeared for Mrs. Hueffer, on the case being 
called, said that in the events that had hap- 

ened the matter really became an application 
or an injunction, which Miss Hunt would not 
be in a position to resist. It was necessary, 
however, that he should tell the Court a few 
of the facts. The plaintiff was Mrs. Hueffer. 
the wife of Mr. Ford Madox Hueffer, a name 
possibly not unknown to his lordship, the 
author of a number of works during the last 
twenty years. His (Mr. Hawke's) client 
married her husband in the year 1904, an 
they had two children, and they lived together 
till 1909. In that year he left his wife, and 
she had since kept the two children. In 1910 
an order for restitution of conjugal rights was 
made. It was never complied with. There 
were possible grounds for divorce; but the 
plaintiff, who was a Catholic, owing to her 
religion could only have the marriage dis- 
solved by death, and she had never taken 
any divorce proceedings. In 1910 or 1911 Mr. 
Ford Madox Hueffer set up a house with the 
defendant, a single woman, in Campden Hill, 
and they lived together. Counsel understood 
that she herself was an authoress, and some 
people, thinking that they were married, had 
spoken of it, and from time to time news- 
papers and periodicals had published a state- 
ment that Miss Hunt was Mra. Ford Madox 
Hueffer. His client, therefore, in justice to 
herself and her children, could not allow any 
such statement, which involved the sugges- 
tion that she was not a married woman or 
that the marriage had been dissolved, to be 
made. 

Mr. Storry Deans, for Miss Hunt, said that 
so long ago as January 8th it was agreed 
between the solicitors that they should stand 
by what was arranged and that there should 
be no trial of this case, as the plaintiff said 
that she did not want to make any profit 
out of it. In justice to his client, the de- 
fendant, he should like to say one or two 
words. It would be a mistake for anybody 
to think that Miss Hunt had formed a 
perfectly lawless connection with the husband 
of the plaintiff. Miss Hunt at the time that 
she lived with this man believed that she 
was married to him. She could not say, un- 
less there had been a divorce between the 
plaintiff? and her husband, that she was 
married to him according to the law of Eng- 
land. Counsel had no doubt that the plain- 
tiff was virtuous in every sense of the word. 
His client, too, had no doubt, but she had 
been told by Mr. Hueffer that he had had a 
German divorce and believed him. Both of 
these ladies had been badly treated. His 
lordship would know the workings of the 
female heart and how a woman who had an 
affection for a man would believe him and not 
make too close inquiries,

We regret to announce that Lord Blvth 
idied on Sunday, after a short illness, at his 
residence in Portland place, London, at the 
age of 83. 

James, first Baron Blyth, was born on 
September 10, 1841. His father was James 
Blyth, of Chelmsford, who married Caroline. 
daughter of Henry Gilbey, of Bishop's Stor 
ford, and sister of the late Sir Walter Gilber. 
first baronet. The firm of Messrs. W. anc 
A. Gilbey was established in 1857. Lord 
Blyth, who afterwards became a director 
joined it in 1858, and in that year started 
its Dublin branch. He continued in ac 
association with the Irish branch, and to his 
energy and that of his brother, Sir Henr\ 
Blyth, its success was very largely due 
Lord Blyth was a regular attendant at 
meetings of the board in Dublin until a few 
years ago, failing health making the journey 
trom London too arduous for him. 

Lord Blyth married in 1865 a Dublin lad; 
Miss Eliza Mooney, daughter of William

Throughout his life Lord Blyth took an 
active part in Irish affairs. He was on 
friendly terms with all the prominent Dublin 
men of the past generation. When he 
attended the board meetings of the firm it 
was his custom to meet such well-known 

ures as Father Healy, Dr. Nedley and Sir 
Charles Cameron. A Liberal in politics, he 
Was a vigorous supporter of Mr. Gladstone 
and successive Liberal Premiers, and many 
times he crossed to Dublin to vote for Liberal 
candidates in the old Parliamentary elections, 
particularly for Sir Maurice Brooks, who 
was one of his close personal friends. Apart 
from the wine trade, he took a keen interest 
in agricultural affairs, and his herd of Jersey 
cows won wide recognition.

A Knight of Grace of the Order of St. 
John, he was Consulting Ophthalmic Surgeon 
to St. Mary's Hospital, London, and had 
been first President of the Council of British 
Uphthalmologiats.. He was an ex-President of 
the Ophthalmological Society of the United 
Kingdom and President of the Ophthalmic 
section of the International Medical Congress 
in 1915. He had written valuable works on 
cataract and other diseases of the eye. Sir 
George was a brother of Mr. R. C. Carton. 
the well-known dramatist. He married, in 
1883; Agnes, daughter of the late C. J. 
Dunphie, of Rathdowney, Queen's County, by 
whom he had one son and two daughters.
